CraoAOo, Aug. 9.—August Spies and 
Michael Schwab were both on the wit- 
ness stand to-day. 
Schwab recounted 
his movements of the night of May 4th 
and said he did not see Spies at all dur- 
ing the riot or at any time during the 
night. He tried to find Spies to get him 
to speak at Deering's. 


Spies, in his examination, made what 
the prosecution claim is a fatal admis- 
sion, fully corroborating their claim that 
the armed section had a secret caucus 
and had prepared for the attack on the 
police. 
Spies said he wrote the word 
"Ruhe" which appeared in the Arbeiter 
Zeitung, May 4th. This was the signal 
for anarchists to arm. 


At a meeting of the Central Labor 
union of Chicago it was stated that 
nearly $14,000 had been raised for the 
defense of the anarchists, $1,000 of the 
amount coming from Poland. 


SCENES IN THB COUBT BOOM. 


One of the most remarkable trials 
that 
ever erif^aged the attention of any court in 
this coxintry is undoubtedly that of the eight 
Anarchists, of Chicago, who are on trial for 
their 
lives, the act with which they 
are 
charged Ixnng the murder of ix)lice officer 
Mattiiias J. Degan, who was one of those 
killed liy the explosion of 
the 
dynamite 
bomb. 
August Si>ies, Sanmel Fielden, Mi- 
chael Schwab, Chris Spies, C. R. Parsons, 
George Engel, Adolph Fischer and 
Louis 
Lingg are the accused. 


Tlie attack on the police occurred, it will 
be remembered, on the evening of May 4 
last. While the first shock of the affair lasted 
it %vas thought that it would be next to im- 
po.s.sib]e to ohtaiji evidence to convict mem- 
l>ers of such a secret oath-bound 
society. 
But as the trial progressed the prosecution 
ha.s heai)(Hl surprise upon surprise in the way 
of evidence, showing in a startling way that 
the ex])losion of the bomb in the old Hay- 
market square was but the first move in a 
caavfully planned and long organized purpose 
of annihilating the ix)lice ajid fire department 
of the city of Chicago, when the city would be 
given over t o pillage and a repetition of the 
scenes in Paris durmg the reign of the com- 
mune. 


SCENE TN THE COURT ROOM. 


To secure a jury, 983 citizens were examined 
before the twelfth was selected.

mon3' of fioU Cried Wallers, an 
Anarchist, 
who, turning state's evidence, swore that he 
harl belonged to an arine<I body of Anarchists, 
and %rbo described in detail the preparations 
that hail been made by the leadei-s (the de- 
fendants on tri.ili for the capture of the city. 
It was, he said, t lie iiiir])ose to disable the fire 
department as w< 1) .is the police. Hedescribeda 
meeting at wliicli lie said it was decided that 
they were tf) kill e\erybody who opjxsed 
them. 
It wjis also proposed at that meeting 
that 
Anarchists 
.should 
mingle with 
the 
crowds in the city's streets, and kill everybody 
right and left. 
The state has also produced a 
witness, William Sehnger, who swears that 
Louis Lingg was the man who made the fatal 
bomb, wliile other wtnesses testify that Spies 
lit the honib and Schnaubelt threw it. 


Other sensations of the trial was the gi'adual 
develoi)nient of tbe fact that the Chicago 
police, as well as the Canadian government, 
have had several detectives swoni 
in 
as 
memliers of these Anarchistic societies, and 
these detectives assisted in the plotting and 
kept 
their respective governments posted 
on every move of the Anarchists. 
Besides 
this each 
<I< tective Was unaware that any 
other but himself was in the organization, so 
that the authorities were assured that each 
detective was performing his work honestly 
and loyally when the reports of ail the re- 
p o r t e r agreed. 
This last feature of the case 
will strike terror into similar 
orgamzations 
throughout the world, for it proves the im- 
possibility of keeping their secrets from the 
government.

EVANSVUILB, Aug. 9.—A well authen- 
ticated report comes from a prt )minent 
merchant of Tell City, Ind., to the ef- 
fect that Thomas Hobbs and son, who 
made an attack, last Saturday evening, 
on Daniel Waller, his two dang'.hters and 
a man named Foultz, while returning 
home from a picnic hear Birdseye, and 
killed the two men, have been captured 
by a posse of 100 men and lynched, and 
their bodies riddleii with ballets. Birds- 
eye is in Dubois county, on the Louis- 
yllle, Evansville and St. r.jc«is railroad. 


The mob was composed ^f about 100 
men, who were determined to carry out 
their intention. 
The two murderers 
were finally found, and then :a wild chase 
took place, the posse running? and yell- 
ing, jumping over fences and running- 
through fields. When the posse came up 
on the murderers they turned and showed 
fight, but strong hands soon overpowered 
them. Two stalwart men stepped for- 
ward with ropes and threw tliem over 
projecting limbs, and without, further 
ceremony the two men were swung to 
the night breeze. The ropes were fas- 
tened and the mob then drew their re- 
volvers and riddled the lifeless bodies 
with bullets.

About tiu-ee years ago an uni)retending 
book was sent to the newspaper iwievvei"s. 
It came in a quiet way, as <iuiet almost as its 
own literary style. 
At tu-st the critics did 
not notice it nmch. Its name was "The 8tory 
of a Country Town," by E. W. Howe. 
But 
one day a friend brought it to the notice of 
the literary editor of The New York 
World. 
The style was so entirely simi)le, so limpid, 
and at the same time so unique that the book 
reviewer recognized at once that here was a 
literary discovery of worth. 
A long notice 
was given to the book. 
Next day every copy 
of it on sjile in New York city w;us sold. 


Mr. Howe was perceived by all who read 
the book to be a genuine American novelist, 
an outgrowth of our own soil, not an imitator 
of English and French story ^vriters. 
The 
notice iji The World 
gave tbe "St(M-y of 
a Country Town" a 
boom which has not 
yet died out. 
The 
author received ad- 
vantagt'ous 
t>irers 
for other 
b o o k s 
from leading pub- 
lishers. 
Since then 
he has w i t t c n two 
—"The Mystery of 
the 
Loclvs" 
a n d 
"The M o o n l i g h t 
Boy." 
Both 
a r e 
characterized by the 
same quaint, quiet 
literary style as the first. There are touches 
of pathos in them that have never been ex- 
celled, there are strokes of humor v^ oi-thy of 
Thackeray. 


Nevertheless, the author has never yet done 
his best. 
He is a busy young newspai)er man, 
editor and pro[)rietor of The Atchison, (Kan.) 
Daily G1O1H\ 
His stories have been written 
outsifle of working hours, and much of them 
hurrie<lly and 
weariedly done. 
After 
he 
makes a small fortune as newspaper jw-oprietor 
we may all hoi)e that he will give himself up 
to novel writing altogether. 
He tells us that 
not a line of his iii-st book was written by 
sunlight.

ican Gltizensbip. 


Secretary Bayard Says the Gov- 
ernment Ultimatiini Has Not 
Been Issued.

Secretary Bayard is Firm in His 
Decision and Demands Cut- 
ting's Release. 


BALTIMOBE, Aug. 9.—Secretary Bay- 
ard, speaking to a ppecial correspondent 
last night of the Cutting case,said he saw 
no reason why a satisfactory adjustment 
of the diflSculty should not be reached. 
He has been assured that such was the 
desire of the Mexican goverjiment. He 
seems to think the difficnltiFs in tiiewny 
have been created, not so much by tl e 
Mexicans, as by obliging friends in tbis 
country, 
who, 
in 
tbeir 
efforts 
to 
embarrafs 
the 
administration, 
have 
suggested 
to 
the 
Mexican 
authorities' methods of opposition which 
perhaps they wruldnot havethmght of. 
The attitude of Mexico in the matter, it 
is claimed, has been greatly strengthen- 
ed by the efforts of Blaine's friends to 
show that Bayard Las aotfd with prr- 
cipitancy and has been too exacting with 
Mexico. 
Mexico claims in Cutting's 
case, the right to try an American citi- 
zen for an off'ense committed in the 
United States and Cutting has be( n ac- 
tually convicted and sentenced for pub- 
lishing a libel in Texas. Secretary Bay- 
ard thinks this raises the gravest possiV)le 
question between the two countries, and 
if Mexico's claims were once conceded, 
no American traveling in Mexico would 
be Siife. The case, Mr. Bayard thinks, 
is too clear for equivocation and be has 
no idea of retreating from the position 
taken by the department weeks ago, 
when it demanded Cutting's release. 


In both the fisheries and Mexican af- 
fairs, the state department has acted 
with great promptness and rigor and IMr. 
Bayard makes no concealment of his 
determination to insist upon full satis- 
faction in the Cutting afl"air, not eonineh 
for Cutting's sake, as because it involves 
the question whether Americixn citizen 
in Mexico are to be protected iu their 
rights.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 1).—As fore- 
shadowed, the city authorities Saturday 
stopped street car travel in an attempt to 
enforce payment of the delinquent li- 
cense-tax on street cars.

bought out the Corrigan Consolidated 
company. The back tax in question— 
$1,500—has not been paid and is con- 
tested by the new company.

A VAGRANT ART S T U D E N T ' S SKETCH- 


E S IN W E S T E R N N E W YORK. 


Interesting^ Notes A m o n g the H o p Grow- 
ers—Picking, 
Bleaebing 
and 
Drying. 
Tlie Hardships of the Bay, 
and 
the 
Dance on the Old Barn Floor at Night. 


O phase of country 
life appeals more 
strongly to the art- 
ist than hop pick- 
ing. Even tho yard 
is attractive. 
Here 
are long rows of 
poles, each bearing 
stm'dily its biurlen 
of twisting, climb- 
ing ^'^nes, and each 
row repeated again 
and again, until the eye loses itself in the dis- 
tance and sees only a mass of quiet green. 
And what a wanton growth It is! The push- 
ing, eager plants climb those i)Oles to the very 
top, and then, di'opping from their own 
weight, swing their slender tips helplessly in 
the air, or seizing upon some neighbor that 
has incautiously leaned that way crawl over 
it in a wild tangle of hop and leaf and curling 
tendril. 


Tho pickers work at bins scattered in irregu- 
lar rows through the yartl, and pleasing posi^s, 
bright bits of color and i)ret.ty gioiipings are 
vai-ied and artistic as one could wish. 
These 
bins are built of rough pine boards, and hav« 
huge "pockets" of sacking. 
They are strong, 
yet light enough to be easUy earned by two 
persons. 
A "ridge pole" laid along the bin 
from end to end supports tho poles while 
their feathery load is tumbled noiselessly into 
the pockets. 
Three persons, a.s a rule, work 
at one bin, and there is many a quaint study 
among tliese oddly assoited trios. 
The help 
is not all "Ifx.-al." There is too nnn h work on 
hand to make this a neishboi-lioof affair, and 
pickers come from all tho surrounding coun- 
t r y and even from distant towns. 
So it hap- 
pens that among theiu are mi.sses i r<-m Iioard- 
ing school, clerics oil for a hi^Uday, 
and 
people who fMijoy tho life in a hop yard and 
come inainl}' for exercLsti and 
recreation. 
Noise and gayety abound. 
Chiklren lau:;h 
and cry aJt<'i'nately; niothei's .scold, lA-ork ¿md 
gossip w^ith equal fac-ility; there are shrill 
cries for hops, the contmuous hum of conver- 
sation and tlio rattle of poles. 
Often a frag- 
ment of song, lightly caroled by some happy 
girl, will bo caught up by her companiuns 
and gi'ow in volume till the -v^liolu yard 
echoes t he i-ofrain. 
In the evening there is 
singing at the farm house, but tlio singers 
there feel restraijit, and their song loses the 
freedom that comes with the sunshine and 
the bii'ds.

A BIT OF THE HOP YARD. 


Picking hops is not a pastime by any means. 
It is dowiu ight hard work. 
For those unac- 
customed to exi)osure this outdoor life has 
much discomfort. 
In the morning the vines 
and poles are wot with rain and df>w. 
Soon 
the heat becomes oppressive, and wraps that 
were so coinroi-tablo an hour ai^o ai-c Imng on 
the bins, to lie used again later in the day. 
There are myriads of hop lice, too; dirt and 
stain, aching heads and tired arms; faces tan 
under tho w.-orchuig sun, and tender 
fingers 
bleed from contact with the i-ough vines. 
Stni, the occupation is a hel]) toward that 
which wo are all seeking—a livelihouil. 


This article was not written to describe in 
detail the raising of hops, nor to call special 
attention to that industrj-. 
It is mei-eJy a 
collection of notes nuide by a va;;i-ant art 
student <luring a visit to tlio hop yards in thii 
pickiiiii season. 
The valley desTilxvl, half 
hidden among tho hills of western 
York, 
is probably a fan- sample of <.)thfr liop-grow- 
ing portions of the stat<i, and its exact loca- 
tion is a matter of little importance. 


A t 12 o'clock tho i)ickors Ktoi> work for din- 
ner and a little rest. 
Those from a distance 
board at th(.' farm house and ^n to their meals 
when the bell rin;;s. 
In th(! yards, wlien^ 
local helj) is employed, there is usually a 
rough shanty, where tea and cotTcc are s(irvod 
and the contents of the dinner pails enjoyed 
in a picnic fa.shion, quite in keeping with the 
smroundings. 


TAKING IT KASY. 


In every yard men areeiu])Io.ved to measure 
the hops and put them in sacks for ti'ans- 
portation to tho dry house. 
When tho meas- 
urer appears with his basket the pickers begin 
a hasty examination of their bins and hur- 
riedly remove all leaves and rubbish. 
Then 
the pickers receive tickets donolinii the num- 
ber of bushels picked, the liopsat (i taken from 
the yard to the dry house and there ch ied, then 
pressed into bales for shipment. 
Tho dry 
house is usually a roomy structure, contain- 
ing kilns for drying, a storage loft, and a 
space unflerneiith for the press. 
The lires are 
kept goinii" night and day while tho picking 
lasts, for hoi>s i-equire about fourteen hours 
of drj'ing, and they must be put on the kiln 
as soon as pcssible after they come from the 
field. 
They are first spread evenly over the 
floor of the kiln and bleached by burning 
sulphur in the furnace room beneath. 
After 
the bleachuig the heat is increased, and the 
remainder of tho night is passed in watching 
the fires, with occasional visits to the loft to 
note tho condition of the kilns. 


Tho ix'ople in this quiet valley are unaf- 
fected, straightforward and thoroughly 
in 
earnest. 
Industry is with them 
a "saving 
grace," and they care little for what the world 
calls progress. 
W h a t are considered improve- 
ments in other hop growing sections find littlo 
favor hero; they raise hops to-day as their 
fathers raistMl them thirty years ago. 
Of 
course, tliere was much innocent flirtation 
among the 3'oung people, and sometimes a 
genuine courtship. 
Many yomig farmers of 
the neigliborhood first met their wives in the 
hop yard. 
A pretty woman is not seen a t a 
disadvantage when working at a hop l>in. 
Laughing eyes are jui^t as irresistible when 
shaded by a gingham bonneti, and a shapely 
form and graceful movements are as quickly 
discerned among the tangled vines as else- 
where. 
A noticeable feature of the social life 
a t this season is the "Hop." 
These dances are 
usually in the barn or dr'- hous(>, and after 
the picking is well under waf tliey are of al- 
most nightly occurijence. 
A platform for the 
the muiiciapa and a few plank benche* 


along the sides prepare the old bam floor for 
the reception of Terj^sichore; and the reign 
of the goddess, despite her rude surroundings, 
is quite as debonair as though her throne 
were in the blazing light of a fashionable ball 
room. 


A PICKER'S HUT. 
r Some owners of hop yards have erected 
huts for the accommodation of their pickers. 
Here tho families who come from distant 
towns and villages live dinging the hop pick- 
ing, and it is uu odd sight to come upon these 
quarters in the evening, when the smoke 
wreaths are curling up from the chimney and 
children play about the open door. 
Strange 
stories are told of depopulated hen roosts and 
empty pork barrels in the vicinity of these 
humble dwellings, and no doubt many of th® 
pickei-s do try to make their brief sojourn in 
tho hop country as profitable as possible. 


The hop plant was introduced into th© 
North American colonies early in their his- 
tory. 
It was eultivated in Nien Nether- 
lands in the year 1G29, and in Virginia in 
1G48. Two hundred years later the raising of 
hops had become an established industry, and 
tho census report for the year 1840 gives 6,000 
bales as the crop of the United States. 
The 
cultivation of hops is confined, to a compara- 
tively small area. 
Over four-fifths of 
the 
crop raised in the United States is grown in 
New York.

Sicily and Il'er Elemental Tragedie8»Tb« 
Superstitious 
People of Madrid—The 
tate Wagner-Mad Monarch—The Fairy 
Prince of the Nineteenth Century. 


tSpecial Clorrespondence.] 
MrLAN, July 3, 1886.—Etna, so long in 
I agonized labor, has brought forth, not a 
mouse, but actually a little mountain, which 
the Italian Alpine club, in session at Catania, 
has solemnly christened Monte Gemellaro. 
That great eruption, of exceptional length, 
volume and violence, was a horrible happen- 
ing, sufficiently near to us to cause popular 
excitement, especially during the days and 
nights while Nicolosi, a town whose history is 
a series of destructions and reconstructions, 
was threatened with a final overwhelming, 
standing, as it were, at bay, with its awful 
enemy drawing slowly and steadily nigher 
and nigher. 
All watched at last with bated 
breath—some praying, some betting. Would 
the poor little city go under, or would it not? 
Devout Catholics had hope as soon as they 
heard that the bishop of Catania and a 
goodly number of priests had gone to the re- 
lief of tlie lava-beleaguered town, bearing 
the veil of St. Agatha, which, it is said, once 
saved 
Catania 
when 
similarly menaced. 
Hosts of pious Sicilians believe that the shak- 
ing of that bit of muslin in the face of the fieiy 
torrent 
arrested it. and delivered Nicolosi. 


Nicolosi and other menaced towns have es- 
caped this time, thanks to St. Agatha; but 
a iimltitude of the poor peasants of the region 
round about, driven from their ruined homes 
and vineyards, have lost aU their worldly pos- 
sessions, in some cases life, in many cases 
reason. 
The correspondent of one of the 
Milan evening journals gave particularly 
vivid and sensational descriptions of the gran- 
deui-s and tcri-oi-s of tlie eruption, and of the 
human ti-agedies attending it, so that for days 
wo "snpi)0(l on horroi-s." 


Since Etna cmscil from troubling, there 
lia.s hceii tlic ghiistly catastrophe of the sul- 
plnir ininc^ of Naro, in which himdreds of poor 
miners jxM islu'd throngh explosions, or in the 
ilanu's and sufT(»cating fumes—the "fire and 
bi-iinstono," wliicli, made of those yellow j 
caviTHs, s( cm to the jioor wretches who did j 
not (lie ^|l'cdily, the very anto-chamlx^rs of 
hell. 
Sicily sccnis this year to bo the scene of 
tlii'S(> elenicnial 11'agetlies, as Spain was last 
yeai', ami as Isd.ia and Scio \veri> a few j'ears 
a.c^o. Ah, \v<'ar<'so many and such restless 
creatures, we swarm soon the old earth, that 
it seems now ami fclion to get impatient, and 
like some 
lin;j,(' jiachydermous animal to 
make a mad hnlt. shake its skin and fling a 
lot of ns olf into the infinite void. 


So man}' of these calamities have lately j 
Itecn visit<'d upon Spain and its vicinity that : 
the superstitions people of Madrid take them ! 
as solenm warninp;s, e,si)ociaUy since their ex- : 
periencc of a rcf^ular wild American cyclone, 
and ai e looking in i>iliful alarm for the end 
of the world. 
It seems that, according to a 
tiaditinn founded on a prophecy of old Nos- 
tradamus-, that untoward event should come 
off iji the yeai- when St. Mark's day falls on 
Easter Sunday, and that of St. Antony on 
that of Pentecost, and that of St. George on 
Cori)us Domiiu'—all of which conjunctions 
occur in this ^-ear of our Lord. 
If there is 
really even to IM* such a day of conflagration 
and collaiise as th(( Dies irai of prophets and 
pot^ts, vv(> may take it that the mightiest vol- 
canic eruptions and <'arth([uakes hut faintly 
foreshadow its horrors. 
Still fainter renund- 
ers are iliey of ti)(! stupendous work of the 
Creator in iorniing and reforming and trans- 


forming this round world of ours. 
Before 
time was, as we reckon it, the savage forces 
of nature had fought out on this planet their 
Titanic battles—the general war of lawless 
elements, which was to establish the general 
law of order. 
Then cavernous central depths 
yawned and drank in g^reatseas; then tidal 
waves, that were like runaway seas, rushed 
from zone to zone and overs wept continents; 
then mighty volcanic forces, fiery plowshares 
of Gk>d, cleft the granite crust of the earth 
and t o s ^ up mountain ranges. 
All this we 
know, or think we do; but the thought of that 
troubled season of auld lang syne does not 
afflict us, for we know also that while these 
primordial convulsions endured, and the poor 
harassed globe .stniggled against, or by fire 
and flood, to establish hospitable, habitable 
conditions for "the coming man"—setting the 
scenes for the drama of human life—though 
tortured earth and sea might groan and 
moan, there were no trembling mortal wit- 
nesses of the conflict and the uproar, no sen- 
tient victims of the blind fury of the ele- 
ments. 


It is after ,all the human part played in 
these tragedies of phy.sicial nature which 
gives them not a crowning horror, but a 
grandeur beyond all that imaghiation can 
assign to chaotic shocks and throes, overturn- 
ings and subsidences. 
It is the sublimity of 
human woe. 
What unspeakable consterna- 
tion must prevail in a volcanic region during 
a hard season of earthquakes. 
It is a night- 
mare of dreadful exj)ectancy that the day 
never breaks upon—a shadow of misfortune 
and grief which no sun dissipates—the home- 
lessness of poor wretches whom heaven itself 
seems to have ejected. 


But does the greater always contain the less, 
or even balance it in this life? To the world 
about us, the heaving and inunbling and lava 
v^omiting of Etna were of small account com- 
pared with the outcries and sjwisms of the 
French republic, over the Portuguese mar- 
riage,and the expulsion of the Pretendei-s—and 
what were the beggaring, the distraction or 
destruction of a few hundred peasants—what 
were cyclones let loose on and damaging a 
few cities, to the bankruptcy and despair of a 
king, to the whirlwind of madness which at 
last buret on the royal house of Wittelsbach 
and bore away its head. 
The excitement 
here, over this last event, was for a little 
time universal, though naturally the Italian 
loves not over much the Teuton, and cer- 
tainly no event so gha.stly, ami at the .same 
time so pathetic, has occurred among the 
royal folk of Europe since the death of the 
prince imiHjrial. 
It is strange that it took 
this suicide, coupled with a probable homi- 
cide, to i-onvi^ce his subjects tliat the man 
just entomhed as a grand monarch, with ini- 
posing pomps and much Latin, was jiot fit to 
nile ovei- the stupidest beer-drinking, l)eer- 
thinking Bavarian peasants. 
He ought to 
have been depos<'d and (juietly disposed of in 
some {Esthetic! Wagnerian mad house years 
ago. 
Indeed, from late revelations it seems 
that he ought to have Ijeen deposed before he 
was posed on the throne, as ho gave indications 
of madness in his very childhood, once mider- 
taknig to put to death his little brother Otho, 
whom he called his "vassal," for some act of 
disobedience. 
The 
French 
and 
Italian 
journalists charge his insanity and con.sequent 
death to Wagnerism. Butsui-ely poor Richard 
has enough to answer for, in the untimely 
taking off of promising voices, without being 
charged with regicide. 


The king vv,'i.s not only Wagner mad, V>ut a 
lunatic. 
Music and moonlight intoxicated 
him as do wine and women the ordinary run 
of princes. 
He worshiped the moon as de- 
voutly as did the ancient Carthagenians. 
In 
one of his niai'velous palaces he had a largo 
bedchamber three stories high, with a glazed 
roof, so that when Ij'ing awake—for the f>oor 
fellow wa-s a great sufferer from insomnia— 
he could, of a bright night, behold his adored 


queen of heaven anil her infinite starry 
court. 
There was something grand as well 
as weird in this arrangement. 
Happily, 
Louis II was utterly free from the follies of 
his gi'andfather or uncle, Louis I, also un art 
patron and a builder of grand palaces, but 
better known in history a.s the s"nilo lover of 
Lola Montez, and also free from the gross 
vie«-8 which precipitated and rendered hope- 
less the madness of hi.s broth« r Otho, the 
present make-believe king. 
Lou is is declared 
to have been, in personal puritj, a Sir Gala- 
had, "cold and virginal, with an absolute 
horror of grossness and immcKlesty.'' 
He 
was one of God's innoi-ents, rest his .soul! 
The only women whom he could to 
te, of 
late years, were artists, and t,hey 
y as 
artists. 
The wiles and coquetries c 
the 
prettiest and most charming of them were 
lost upon him, and if they attempte<l to take 
him by storm their defeat was disastrous. 


It is relate<l that one summer evening he 
honored a famous German prima domia by 
taking her for a solitary row on that tranquil 
and fatal lake of Starnl)erg. 
She simg for 
him an air from "Lohengrin" divinely. 
The 
king dropped the oars to listen the more in- 
tently, and so they floated in the moonlight 
by the shadowy, flowery shore. 
The singer, 
seeing that handsome, romantic and munifi- 
cent monarch bending toward her, with tears 
of emotions in his eyes, mistook the emotion 
—saw, perhaps, diamonds in the tea i-s—sud- 
denly flung her arms lovingly round the royal 
neck, and thought she had him! But he in- 
stantly broke from her embrace, then lifting 
her high in his arms flung lier into the lake, 
calmly commanding his servants, who were 
waiting on the shore, to "Fish out the lady," 
adding that she had "seemed to be too 
warm," 


Poor Louis was several times on the eve of 
marriage, but always lost courage liefore 
coming in full view of the altar. Once it was 
a Russian princess, whose musical accom- 
plishments captivated him. 
He hojx^d for a 
harmonious union—wedlock blessed of Wag- 
ner—but one day he left in the lady's hands a 
composition of his own, for her to study and 
be able to aing and play for Ixim on his next 
visit. 
He called early the following day, all 
impatient for a pleiisure so dear t^ an artist. 
The princess was not in her salon, but on t he 
piano lay his song, rolled up and sealed with 
his royal seal, just as he hail left it. 
He took 
it and his final leave, wounded to the heart Jia 
musician and monarch. 
Of "imagination all 
compact," King Louis was an exe< utivc poet, 
a practical idealist; he was that anachronism, 
a fairy prince in the Ninetiicnth century. His 
extravagances and eccentricities wei-e of the 
romantic and legendary sort; his costly hang- 
ing gardens; the unhcartl of luxury of his 
bedchambei-s; his throne of gold and precious 
stones; his fantastic coaches and sledges; his 
banquets that came up through the floor; his 
maskctl servitors. 
The Bavarians, who de- 
nied his ma(hiess, ascribed his "jx'culiarities" 
to a .severe early training from which he 
wildly reacted. 


His mother, Maria of Prussia, a princess of 
strong mind and .stronger wlU, insisted, they 
said, on his being educated with great sim- 
plicity and entire seclusion, without recrea- 
tion, childish games 
or playmates. 
His 
father, 
Maximilian II, was connnonplace 
enough, not a bit of a fairy prince. 
I saw 
him many years ago at Rome, when he was 
traveling for his health, under some trans- 
parent incognito. 
It was at a ball at the 
Doria palace. 
I retnember him as a slight, 
pale, plain gentleman, who carried his head 
very ei-ect and stiff, and did not on the whole 
look as though he found it particularly jolly 
to be a potentat/e. 
He was my first kmg, and 
I took that peculiar, .stiff-necked bf^aring as 
the regular royal style, and not till since the 
tragical death of his son, when sev(>ral fam- 
ily skeletons have come tumbling out of the 


royal closet, did I know that a certain spinal 
malady, which caused the nock to give way 
and the head to lop about in a most uncom- 
fortable maimer, compelled the poor king to 
wear under his white cravat a close collar of 
iron or steeL 
It is not safe to judge from ap- 
pearances, neither is it wise to envy any- 
body. 
Some months after meeting the king 
I saw him again in Munich, at the opera, the 
first night after his return from his travels. 
He was accompanied by his wife, and I re- 
member that the two walked over from the 
new palace, followed by only one gentleman 
and one lady of their household. 
The opera 
in that primitive time and quiet capital be- 
gan before 7 and ended before 10. The royal 
pair were loyally cheered, and seemed to like 
it. 
The queen was drej^ed very simply in 
white, with a rich red crape shawl on her 
shoulders—worn three-cornered fashion—and 
a red rose in her hair, for all ornament, no 
jewels; j'et she looked very pretty, very 
happy and very proud, as she stood up with 
the king to acknowledge the acclamations of 
their subjects. 
I must confess I envied her— 
not exactly her ailing and stiff-necked hus- 
band, but her royal state, her beauty, her 
populai-ity, even her becoming red shawl- 
but for many years past who has envied poor 
ex-Queen Maria, widowed and with two mad 
sonsi And now who can wonder that she 
finds the problem of her troubled life too hard 
and wants to give it up and go into a con- 
vent. 


I suppose that the final and irrefragable 
proofs of the poor king's dementia are known 
to most readers of American journals. 
Some 
of them bore that touch of the ludicrous which 
marks so often the most tragic and pathetic 
cases of insanity—such as the clause adflfxl to 
his orders (given to his valet or barJier), for 
the execution of his ministry, that the nmch 
offending minister of finance should first be 
put to torture. ^Vnother was for the massacre 
of the medical conunis-sioJi, with the clause 
that each of those scientific old gentlemen 
was to be first deprived of an eye, for having 
seen what he should not have seen. 
One of 
his attendants was onl}' allowed to appear 
before him with a seal upon his forehead, "as 
the sign of an imprisoned brain." If all royal 
officials 
having coiifined and 
constricted 
brains, should be (-ompelled to thus decorate 
their brows—what "a corner" in sealing wax! 


It is strange, the long suffering of loyalty. 
After years of wild extravagance and sense- 
less prodigality, of misanthropic isolation and 
stuix-'udous egoism, this man had plenty of 
subjects who loved him and blindly served 
him. 
Of course, most of those about him 
were mei-cenaries—living on his weakness 
and crazy bounty, like so many pai-asites 
swarming i)ver a sick lion—but they were 
flunkies, as well, and really believed in his 
divine right to be "as mad as a March hare," 
should it so plea.se his gracious majesty. 
After all, it was u ({ue.stion of money, not of 
national di.Linity or governmental decency. 
If th<; royal s|M-ndthnft's debts—amounting 
to only I i:;,0(Hi,o(M) marks—coukl have bec'j 
paid, he miglit have been reigning and raving 
yet. 
It is true there WJJS a discussion in the 
.sccret s<'.ssion of the state commission over 
the act of recognizing as sovereign the other 
royal incurable. 
Some membei-s were for 
setting him (juite aside—as God had done— 
arguing that it was unwortliy of a reas<in- 
able }xioiile to go on ackiiowledging fealty to 
madmen; but the old si'iitiment of blind 
loyalty prevailed, and several grave old 
nobles waited on poor Prince Otho, and sol- 
emnly informed him that he was king of 
Bavaria. 
.\s, when he first found himself 
sequestered, he had, with a flash of divina- 
tion. e.\cla i med: 
"Why do you shut me upf

To the Editor of Tax SENTiNXii. 


By the date of this yon will see that 
we have arrived at ciiicontimi, P. O., 
and I regret to add in the language of 
the Hon. Bardwell Slote, that we are 
to depart "p. d. q.," being scheduled 
for 500 miles of navigation in two days. 
This point is at the northern limit of the 
steamer cruising on the Saguenay river 
through which we grope our way to the 
St. Lawrence to-day. 
The dark waters 
of this styx-like stream flow through a 
bottomless chasm among 
rocks and 
mountains of appalling height, and im- 
press the beholder with awe—almost 
with uneasiness; and we shall issue from 
its shadowy and threatening cliffs with 
more relief than regret. 


Traveling in the queen's dominions 
has revealed to me an unmistakeable 
feeling among Canadians in favor of an- 
nexation to the United States. 
Tbe 
people have hitherto looked upon the 
growing nation in their neighborhood 
without partaking of the advancement 
which is so striking across the border, 
and have contented themselves with a 
quiet existence and a faithful allegiance 
to the crown. 
But the active spirit and 
enviable progress of their contiguous ri- 
vals have at length opened the eyes and 
aroused the latent vigor of the Can- 
adians, and they are throwing off their 
easy habits and plnnging into the build- 
ing of great railroad lines and other com- 
mercial enterprises with true American 
energy. 
The Canadian, Pacific and In- 
tercolonial are already under way and 
new lines contemplated. 
A line from 
Winnipeg to the Hudson il^ay for dis- 
charging the products of the great west 
and receiving foreign ¡necessaries with 
ess delay, is more than a probability, 
while short lines into the recesses of 
every province are daily coming into 
realities. 
Under such circumstances 
the closest communion with the states 
is desirable, and is rapidly engendering 
a disposition to unite. 
The government, 
having observed the drift of public sen- 
timent, is bestirring itself with eviry de- 
vice to retain the fealty of the Canadians, 
and is casting many a sop to the discon- 
tented Cerberus of North America in a 
patronizing spirit, and it loses no oppor- 
tunity of rousing the lagging patriotism 
of its apathetic dependents by every de- 
vice at command. 
The lion and unicorn 
are displayed in their most rampant of 
rampant attitudes on every public build- 
ing. 
At every town entrance and in all 
prominent dining halls in the dominion, 
the 
stately 
strains 
of "God 
Save 
the 
Queen'" 
sing 
patriotism 
to 
every 
concourse whether 
assembled 
in 
the 
theatre 
or 
street. 
An 
instance of the kind occurred to us on 
our entrance into the dominion at To- 
ronto. 
We had been driven off deck by 
a smart shower, but as we neared the 
city the clouds broke up, the warm rays 
of the sun broke in, and the passengers 
broke out, grouping themselves about 
the deck in the full felicity of animated 
contentment. 
That was the right time 
and place, and the band struck up the 
national strain. 
It really was inspiring; 
the crowd hummed the tune, and my 
friend Fox, infected with the pervading 
sentiment, inflated his lungs and sent 
his voice floating over the placid waters 
of Lake Ontario in the American version 
of the anthem—the "Braunschweiger 
Lewerwurst." 


The ride down the St. Lawrence af- 
fords many interesting sights to the lov- 
er of nature or history, chiefly, however, 
the famous city of Quebec.

.But as the trial progressed the prosecution 
hag heaped surprise upon surprise in the way 
of evidence, showing In a startling way that 
the explosion of the bomb in tho old Hay- 
market square was but tho first move in a 
carefully planned and long organized purpose 
of annihilating tho jiolice and lire department 
of tho city of Chicago, when tho city would bo 
given over to pillage and n repetition of the 
scones iu Paris during the reign of tho com- 
mune.

These 


bins aro built of rough pine boards, and hav« 
huge "jKwkets" of sacking. They are strong, 
yet light enough to be easily carried by two 
persons. A "ridge polo" laid along the bin 
from end to end supports tho poles •while 
their featheiy load is tumbled noiselessly into 
the pockets. Tlireo persons, us a rule, work 
at one. bin, and there is ninny a quaint study 
among these oddly assorted trios.' The-help 
is not all "local." There is too much work on 
hand to make this a neighborhood affair, and 
pickers come from idl the sin-rounding coun- 
try and even from distant towns. 
So it hap- 


pens that among them are misses from board- 
ing school, rlerks off for a holiday, and 
people who enjoy the life in a hop yard and 
come mainly for esercisc and recreation. 
Noise and gaycty abound. 
Children laugh 


and cry alternately; mothers scold, work and 
gossip with equal facility; there aro shrill 
cries for hops, tho continuous hum of conver- 
sation and the rattle of poles. Often a frag- 
ment of song, lightly caroled by some happy 
girl, will bo caught up by her companions 
and grow in volume till the.whole yard 
echoes the refrain. In the evening there is 
singing: a* the farm house, but tho singers 
than) feel restraint, and then* song loses the 
freedom that comes with tho sunshine and 
the birds. 


A BIT Of THB HOP YARD. 


Picking hops is nofca pastime hy any means. 


[t Is downright hard work. For those unac- 
customed to exposure this outdoor life has 
much discomfort. In the morning tho vines 
and poles are- wet with rain nud dew. Soon. 
JIB hpnfc Irecomfis oppressivo, and wraps that 
were so comfortable an hour ago aro hung on 
;ho bins, to l« usral ngru'n later in tho day. 
Thcro aro myriads of hop lice, too; dirt and 
stain, aching heads aud tired anus; faces tan 
under tho scorching sun, and tender fingers 
jleetl from contact with tho rough vines. 
Still, tho occupation is a help toward that 
•which wo aro all seeking—a livelihood. 


This iirtielo was not written to describe, in 


detail the raining of hops, nor to call special 
attention to that industry. 'It is merely ;a 
collection o£ notes mado by a vagrant art 
student during a visit to tho hop yards in tho 
sicking SL'ason. The valley described, half 
lidden among tho hills of western 3S«w York, 


probably a fair sample of other lio|i-^row- 


.ng portiotis of the stato, and its exact loca- 
tion is a matter of little importance. 


At 13 o'clock tho pickers stop work for din- 


icr and a littlo rest. Those from a distance 
joard at the farm houbC and go to their meals 
•when the bell rings. In the yards, where 
ocal help is eiuployod, there is usually a 
rough shanty, whore twi and coft'co lire served 
and the contents of tho dinner pails enjoyed 
n a jticnic fashion, quite in keeping with tho 
surroundings. 


TAKING IT KASV. 


In every yard men oro employed to measure 


Lhe hojw iirul put them in sacks for trans- 
portation to tho dry house. When tho meas- 
urer appears with his basket tlie. picker?, begin 
a hasty examination of their bins and hur- 
riedly reinovo all leaves and rubbish. Then 
ihe pickers receive, tickets denoting thenum- 
XT of bushels picked, the hops arc taken from 
Iheyard to the dry house and them dried, then 
pressed into bales for shipment. The dry 
louso Ls usually a. roomy structure, contain- 
ng kilns for drying, a storage loft, and a 
^pace underneath for the press, Tho llres aro 
iept goin^ night and flay u-liilo the picking 
asts, for liop.i require about fourteen hours 
of drying, ami ilicymust ho put on tho kiln 
as soon as possible after they come from tho 
luld. They uns first spread ovonly over tho 
floor of tlin Jiiln and Menclidi iiy burning 
sulphur in tho fmrnaco room bciii'iiUi. After 
;ho blotching tho heat is incnraxud, and tho 
remainder of tho night ii passed in washing 
.Iiu fires, with occasional visil-s to tho loft to 
note tli!s condition of t.lio kilns. 


Tho jieoplo in tin's quibt valley aro unaf- 


fected, slraijihtforward and thoroughly in 
earnest. Industry in wi'.li them a "saving 
grace," and thuy euro liltlu f or wlmt tho world 
calls progress. What aro considered improve- 
ments in other hop growing sections find littlo 
favor hern; they niisn hops to-day ns their 
fathers raised them thirty years ago. Of 
coiirso, thuni was much innocent- nirU'ttion 
among tin: yoiin^ people, mid .winintiiiK-s a 
gciiiiin(M:oiiri,-.hi[), JUniiyyomitf farmers of 
tho itciglihorliood tirst mot their wivos in tho 
hop yard. A pretty woman is not KOCH at a 
disarlvjint-i-i; when will-king at a liop bin. 
Laughing eyes arc jiiFt us in-isii-iiblo when 
shaded hy a gingham Iwiiueli, and a dmjiely

A iiutiriNiMu fwituru of thusocinl Hfo 
at tins wnson is the "Hop." Tins- dances nro 
usually in tliu burn or i1r<- hi.n-v, mul after 
the. picking Is well under wny lln:y nrt» of al- 
most nightly occurrence. A pint form for tho 
lutfl at tho masieiuiii and a fow plunk Iwnclic* 


along the sides prepare tho old barn floor for 
the reception of Terpsichore; and tho reign 
of, the. goddess, despite her ratio Kurrouiidings, 
is quito as dolionnir as though her throne 
were in tho blazing light of Q fashionable ball 
room.

A PICKER'S nut. 


F Somo owners of hop yards havo erected 
huts for tho accommodation of. their pickers. 
Hero tho families who conm 'from distant 
towns and villages livo during the hop pick- 
ing, and it is an. odd sight to como upon these 
quarters in the evening, when tho smoke 
wreaths are curling up from the chimney and 
children play about t-ho open door. Strange 
stories aro told of depopulated hen roosts and 
empty pork barrels in tho vicinity of those 
humble dwellings,' and no doubt many of the 
picket's do try to make their brief sojourn in 
tho hop country as proGtablo as possible. 


Tho hop plant was introduced into the 


North American colonies early in their his- 
tory. 
It was cultivated' in Kien Nether- 


lauds in the year 1C29, and in Virginia In 


' • 1048. . Two hundred years later the raising of 


hops had becomy an established industry, and 
the census report for tho year 18-10 gives 6,000 
bales as the crop of the United States. Too 
cultivation of hops is confined to a compara- 
tively small area. 
Over four-fifths of the 


crop raised in the United States is grown in 
Now York.

Sicily ami Il'or Klomontnl Trngcdle*—Th» 


Superstitions People of Mud rid—The 
luto Wagner-Mad Monarch—The Fairy 
rrtnco of tho Nineteenth Century. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


MILAN, July 3, 1880.— Etna, so long in 


Agonized labor, has brought forth, not a 
mouse, but actually a little mountain, which 
the Italian Alpino club, in session at Catania, 
has solemnly christened Monto Gemollaro. 
That great eruption, of exceptional length, 
volume and violence, was a horrible happen- 
ing, sufficiently near to us to cause popular 
excitement, especially, during tlio days and 
nights whilo Nicolosi, ft town whose history is 
a series of detractions and reconstructions, 
was threatened with a final overwhelming, 
standing, as it were, at bay, with its awful 
enemy drawing slowly and steadily nigher 
and nigher. All watched at last with bated 
breath—somo praying, somo betting. Would 
tho poor little city go undor, or would it not? 
Devout Catholics had hone as soon as they 
heard that the bisnop of Catania and a 
goodly number of priests had gone to tho re- 
lief of tho lava-beleaguered town, bearing 
tho veil of St. Agatha, which, it is said, onco 
saved Catania 
when similarly menaced. 


Hosts of pious Sicilians l>elievo that tho shak- 
ing of that bit of muslin in tho face of the fiery 
torrent arrested it, find delivered Ninolosi. 


Nicolosi and other menaced towns have es- 


caped this time, thanks to St. Agatha; but 
a multitude of the poor peasants of tho region 
round about, driven from their ruined homes 
and vineyards, have lost nil their worldly pos- 
sessions, in somo cases life, in many cases 
reason. The correspondent of one of the 
Milan evening journals gave particularly 
vivid and suiisatioiiid descriptions of the gran- 
deurs and terroi-s of the eruption, and of tho 
human tragedies attending it, so that for days 
we "supped on horrors." 


Since Etna censed from troubling, thero 


has been thy j-hastly catastrophe of the sul- 
phur mine of Naro, in which hundreds of poor 
miners porisluxl through explosions, or in the 
ilfunt's and suffocating fumes—tlie "fire and ! 
brimstone," which, mado of those yellow 
caverns, seem to the pour wretches who did 
not die hp-jwlily, the very ante-chambers of 
hell, Sicily M-VIIK this your to bo tho scene of 
these elemental tragedies, as Spain was last 
year, ami ;IK Isckiu and Scio wcro a few years 
a£o. Ah, wo are so many and such restless 
creatures, wo swarm soon the old earth, that 
it seems now and then to get impatient, and 
likfi sonic, lin^e pacbydermous animal to 
make a mad bolt, shako its skin and fling1' a 
lot of u-s off into the infuiito void. 


So many of these calamities have lately 


been visited upon Spain and its vicinity that 
the.superstitions people of Madrid t,iko f.hom 
as solemn warnings, especially since their ex- 
perience of a regular wild American cyclone, 
and aro looking in pitiful alarm for tho end 
of the woi'M. 
It sceins that, according to a 


tradition rounded on a prophecy of old Nos- 
tradamus, that untoward event should coino 
oft in the year when St. Mark's day falls on 
Easter Sunday, and that of St. Antony on 
that of Pcntc-cost, and that of St. George on 
Corpus Domino—all of which conjunctions 
occur in Lhi-s year of our Lord. 
If thero is 


really cvrn to ho such .1 day of conflagration 
and collapse as tho Dies iroo of prophets and 
poets, wo limy take ib tliat the mightiest vol- 
canic eruption:; and earthquakes but faintly 
foreshadow its horrors. Still fainter remind- 
on? arc they of tht) .stupendous work of the 
Creator in forming and reforming and trans- , 


J_ 


forming this round world of ours. 
Before 


tamo was, m we reckon it, tho savage forces 
of nature luul fought out on tin's planet their 
Titanic buttles -tho general war of lawless 
elements, which was to establish tho general 
law of order. Then cavernous central depths 
yawned uiwl driuik ill greutseas; then tidal 
waves, that wcm like runaway sens, rushed 
from zone to zone and ovorswopt continents; 
then mighty volcanic forces, fiery plowshares 
of God, cleft the granite crust of the earth 
aud tossed up mountain ranges. All this we 
know, or think wo do; hut the thought of that 
troublL-d Kuusoii of auld long KVIIU does not 
afflict us, for wo know also that while these 
primordial convulsions endured, and the poor 
liarassed globe struggled against, or by fire 
and flood., to establish hospitable, habitable 
conditions for "the coining man"—setting the 
scenes for tho drama of human life—-though 
tortured unrth and sea might groan and 
moan, them wore no trembling mortal wit- 
nesses of tho conflict and tho uproar, no sen- 
tient victims of the blind fury of tho ele- 
ments. 


It is after ,all the human part played in 


these tragedies of physicial nature which 
gives them not a crowning horror, but a 
grandeur beyond all that imagination can 
assign to chaotic shocks and throes, overtuni- 
ings and subsidences. It is the sublimity of 
human woe. What unspeakable consterna- 
tion must prevail in a volcanic region during 
a hard season of earthquakes. It is a night- 
mare of dreadful expectancy that tho day 
never breaks upon—a shadow of misfortune 
and grief which no sun dissipates tho home- 
lessness of poor wretches whom heaven itself 
seems to have ejected. 


But does the greater always contain the less, 


or even balance it in this life? To the world 
about us, the heaving and rumbling and lava 
vomiting of Etna were of small account com- 
pared with the outcries and spasms of tho 
French republic, ovur the Portuguese mar- 
riage,and the expulsion of the Pretenders—and 
•what were tho beggaring, the distraction or 
destruction of a few hundred peasants—what 
were cyclones let loose on and damaging a 
few cities, to the bankruptcy and despair of a 
king, to tho whirlwind of madness which at 
last burst on tha royal houso of WiLtulsbacb 
and bore away its head. The excitement 
hero, over this lost event, was for a little 
time universal, though naturally the Italian 
loves not over much tho Teuton, and cer- 
tainly no event so ghastly, and at tho some 
time so pathetic, has occurred among tho 
royal folk of Europe sinco tho death of the 
prince' imperial. It is strange that it took 
tliis suicide, coupled with a probable homi- 
cide, to convince his subjects that the man 
just, entomlied as a grand monarch, with im- 
posing pomps and much Latin, was not fit to 
rule over the stupidest Iweixirinking, beer- 
thinkir.g Bavarian peasants. He ought to 
have been dt'i>osed and quietly disposed of in 
Homo aesthetic Wagnerian mad houso years 
ago. linked, from lato revelations it. seems 
that ho ought to havo been (leased bnforo ho 
was posed on tho throne, as ho gave indications 
of madness in his very childhood, once under- 
taking to put to death bis little brother Otho, 
whom hu culled bis "vassal," for somo act of 
disobedience. 
The French and 
Italian 


journalists charge his insanity and consequent 
death to Wagnerism. liutsurely poor Richard 
has enough to answer for, in the untimely 
taking oft of promising voices, without being 
charged with regirido, 


The king was not only Wagner mad, but a 


lunatic. 
Music and moonlight infnxicated 


him as do wine and women tho ordinary nm 
of priiux's. lie worshiped the moon as de- 
voutly as did tliR nncitmt Carthagenians. 
In 


one of his marvelous palaces ho had a large 
bedchamber three stories high, with a glazed 
roof, so that when lying awake for the poor

LouU II was utterly free from the lollies nf 
his grand father or nude, Louis I, tilso nil art 
patron and a bmltiiM- of grand palatvs, but 
better known in history as I he s»nilo lover of 
Lola Monte;:, ami also free from tho gross 
vici'S which precipitated and rendered hope- 
less tho madness of his brotha- Otlin, tho 
present make-believe king. Louis is declared 
to have been, in poitfonn! purity, a Kir Gala- 
had, "cold and virginal, with an alwoluto 
horror of grassness anil immodesty." 
Hn 


was one of God's innocents, rest his soull 
Tho only women whom hi* could to 
to, of 


lato years, were, artiste, and lihey 
'y as 


artists. 
Tho wiles and coquetries »,. the 


prettiest and most charming (if them wcro 
lost upon him, and if they attempted ro tako 
him by storm their defeat was disastrous. 


It is related that one .summer evening ho 


honored a famous German prima donna by 
taking hir for a solitary row on that tranquil 
and fatal lake of Starnborg. Shu sung for 
him an air from "Lohengrin" divinely. Tho 
king dropped the oars to listen tho more In- 
tently, and so they floated in the moonlight 
by tho shadowy, flowery shore. Tho singer, 
seeing that handsome, romantic and munifi- 
cent monarch tending toward her, with tears 
oC emotions in his eyes, mistook tho emotion 
—saw, perhaps, diamonds in the teai-s—sud- 
denly Dung her arms lovingly round tho royal 
neck, and thought she had him! But he in- 
stantly broke from her embrace, then lifting 
her high in his arms flung her into tho lake, 
calmly commanding his servants, who were 
waiting on tho shore, to "Fish out the lady," 
adding that she had "seemed to be too 


Poor Louis was several times on the evo of 


marriage, but always lost courage Iwfore 
coming in full view of tho altar. Once it was 
a Russian priiici'ss, whoso musical accom- 
plishments captivated nun. Ho hoped for a 
harmonious union—wedlock blessed of Wag- 
ner—but ono day he left in tho lady's hands a 
composition of his own, for her to study and 
be able to s»nx and play for him on bis nest 
visit. He railed early tho following day, all 
impatient for a pleasure so dear to an artist. 
The princess was not in her salon, but on tho 
piano lay his song, rolled up and sealed with 
his royal seal, just as he bod left it. 
HR took 


it and his linal leave, wounded to tho heart as 
musician and monarch. Of "imagination all 
compact," King 1/mis was an executive poet, 
a practical idealist; he was that anachronism, 
a fairy prince in tho Nineteenth century. ITis 
extravagances and eccentricities wcro of tho 
romantic and legendary sort; his costly hang- 
ing gardens; tho unheard of luxury of his 
bedchambers; his throne of gold and precious 
stones; his fantastic coaches and sledges; his 
banquets that come up through tho floor; his 
masked servitors. The Bavarians, who de- 
nied his madness, ascribed his "peculiarities" 
to a severe early training from which ho 
wildly reacted. 


His mother, Maria of Prussia, a princess of 


strong mind and stronger will, insisted, they 
said, on bis being educated with great sim- 
plicity and entire seclusion, without recrea- 
tion, childish names or playmates. 
His 


father, Maximilian II, was commonplace 
enough, not a bit of a fairy prince. 1 saw 
him many years ago at Rome, when he was 
traveling for his health, under somu trans- 
parent incognito. It was at a ball at the 
Doria palace. I remember bun as a slight, 
palo, plain gentleman, who carried his head 
very erect and stiff, anil did not on tho wholo 
look as though ho found it particularly jolly 
to be a potentate. 
Ho was my first king, and 


I took that peculiar, stiff-nocked bearing as 
tho regular royal style, and not till since tho 
tragical death of his son, when several fam- 
ily skeletons have como tumbling out of tho 


royal closet, did I know that a certain spinal 
malady, which caused tho nock to give way 
and the head to lop aiwut in a most uncom- 
fortable- manner, compelled tho poor king to 
wear under his white cravat a close collar of 
iron or steel. It is not safo to judge from ap- 
pearances, neither is it wise to envy any- 
body. Sonnmionths after meeting tho king 
I saw him again in Munich, at the opera, the 
first night after his return from his travels. 
Ho was accompanied by his wife, and I re- 
member that tho two walked over from the 
new palace, followed by only one gentleman 
and ono lady of their household. Tho opera 
in that primitive time and quint capital be- 
gan before 7 and ended before 10. Tho royal 
pah- were loyally cheered, ami seemed to like 
it. Tho queen was dressed very simply in 
whito, with a rich rod crape shawl un her 
shoulders—worn three-cornered fashion—and 
a red roso in her hair, for nil ornament, nu 
jewels; yet she looked very pretty, very 
happy and very proud, as she stood up with 
thy king to acknowledge tho acclamations of 
their subjects. I must confess I envied her— 
not exactly her ailing and stiff-necked hus- 
band, but her royal state, her twviuty, her 
popularity, even her becoming rod shawl- 
but for miiiiy years past who has envied poor 
fls-Queen Maria, widowed and with two mad 
sons! And now who can wonder that she 
finds tho problem of her troubled life too hard 
and wants to give it up and go into a con- 
vent. 


I suppose that tho flual and irrefragable 


proofs of tho poor king's dementia are known 
to most readci-s of American journals. Some 
of them bore that touch of the ludicrous which 
marks so often the most tragic mid pathetic 
cases of insanity such as the clause added to 
bis orders (given to his valet or barter), for 
the execution of his ministry, that the much 
offending minister of finance should Grst be 
put to torture. Another was for the massacre 
of the medical commission, with tho clause 
that each of those scientific old gentlemen 
was to be first deprived of an eye, for having 
seen what he should not Lave suen. Ono of 
bis attendants was only allowed to appear 
before him with a seal upon his forehead, "as 
the sign of an imprisoned brain." If aft royal 
officials having confined and constricted 
brains, should IHJ compelled to thus decorate 
their brows—what "a corner" in scaling wax! 


It is strange, tho long suffering of loyalty. 


After years of wild extravagance and sense- 
less prodigality, of misanthropic isolation and 
stupendous egoism, this man had plenty of 
subjects who loved him and blindly served 
him. Of course, most of those about/ him 
were mercenaries—living on his weakness 
and crazy bounty, like so many parasites 
swarming over a sick lion—but they were 
flunkies, as well, aud really believed in his 
divine right to be "as mad as a March hare," 
should it so please his gracious majesty. 
After all, it was a question of money, not of 
national dignity or governmental decency. 
If tin; royal ?pcii(lthr)ftTs debts—amounting 
to only .1i::,(KW,000 marks—could have been 
paid, he might havo been reigning and raving 
yet. It is true there wi'S a discussion in the 
secret session of the state commission over 
tho act of recognizing as sovereign the other 
royal incurable. Somo members wcro for 
setting him quite aside—as God had done— 
arguing Hint it, was unworthy of a reason- 
able pfionlo ro go on acknowledging foalty to 
madmen; hut tho old sentiment, of blind 
loyalty prevailed, and several gruvo old 
nobles waiu-dou poor Prince Othn, niid sol- 
emnly informed him that lie was king of 
Bavaria. 
As, whon he first found himself 


sequestered, he had, with a flash of divina- 
tion, exclaimed: "Why do you shut mo up! 
My brother is 1'iir more mad than I!'1 so now. 
after twenty years, he hud fin inspinition of 
reason, for lie said: "Thou we must cut-down 
the army." That was all. Ho twk up again 
tho tangled thread of his unreal life and went 
on with his marlnoss, while those self-stultified 
old gentlemen roso from their knees and 
backed t>nt of the presence.

'o the Editor of Tne SENTINEL. 


By the date of this you will see that 
'e have arrived at Chicoutimi, P. O., 
nd I regret to add in the language of 
he Hon. Bardwell Slote, that we are 
o depart "p. d. q.," being scheduled 
or 500 milea of navigation in two dayu. 
This point is at the northern limit of the 
teamer cruising on the Saguenay river 
-hrough which we grope our way to the 
St. Lawrence to-day. 
The dark waters 


rf this styx-like stream flow through a 
jottomleaa chasm among rooks and 
mountain! of appalling height, and im- 
press the beholder with awe— almost 
with uneasiness; and we shall issue from 
te shadowy and threatening olifis with 
more relief than regret. 


Traveling in tho queen's dominions 


has revealed to me an unniistakeable 
leeling among Canadians in favor of an- 
nexation to the United States. 
The 


people have hitherto looked upon the 
growing nation in their neighborhood 
without partaking of the advancement 
which is BO striking across the border, 
and have contented themselves with a

inviable progress of their contiguous ri- 
vals have at length opened the eyes and 
aroused the latent vigor of the Can- 
adians, and they are throwing off their 
easy habita and plunging into the build- 
ing of great railroad lines and other com- 
mercial enterprises with true American 
inergy.

We had been driven off deck by 
a smart shower, but as we neared the 
city the clouds broke up, the warm rays 
of the sun broke in, and the passengers 
broke out, grouping themselves about 
the deofe in tho full felicity of animated 
contentment. That was the right time 
and place, and the band struck up the 
national strain.
